The second attack by a gigantic basking 
shark in the Firth of Clyde within three 
days occurred early on Saturday, when the 
Campbelltown fishing boat, Lady Charlotte, 
vas damaged after a charge by a monster off 
he Fallen Rocks, Arran.

The Farmers’ Union and the Provincial 
Hauliers’ Association will both hold meetings 
in the near future to gonsider the report. 
No official statement regarding the attitude 
of these two bodies can be given meanwhile, 
but individual members of both have ‘con- 
demned the report. i 

Mr. J. A. Gaston, vice-president of the 
Farmers’ Union, said that the report showed 
that the Committee were more . concerned 
with the idea of shelving the issue of the 
transport problem until after the next, election 
than with meeting. the legitimate wishes: ol 
the farmers. This report was indefinite and 
offered no solution of the problem which con- 
fronted the farming: community, It would 
not mislead anyone engaged in that. industry. 
To his mind the position would only. be 
settled when it was decided by the ballot- 
box. The question for the Government to 
decide was whether it would be prepared to 
appeal to the electorate knowing, as they did, 
that the agricultural community would, be 
distinctly opposed to their ‘monopolistic 
policy. 


SENTENCE OF DEATH | 


It was a pity, said Mr, Gaston, that the 
Committee, which admitted that: there were 
grave deficiencies of administration in the 
scheme in regard to agriculture, und that the 
farmers’ objections-and-complaints were well 
founded, had not the moral courage to pass 
sentence of death upon that part of the [Act. 

The only sdlution of thé dispute to whiich 
he would be a party, added Mr. Gaston, 
would be-the total exemption of agriculture 
from the operation of the Transport Act.

THE’ WOODFORD 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMES. 

Sin,—The daily Press is still dilating on 
the torpedoing of the steamer Woodford and 
its repercussions. The incident seems to be 
generally regarded as an intolerable affront 
to Great Britain, 

Permit me to pons out—whatever the 
rights or wrongs of the sinking may be—that 
the Woodford is obviously British only in its 
registration, and that registration and a 
change of name took place recently for the 
apparent purpose of procuring the unmerited 
protection of the British flag. 

The present owner of the ship is a Mr. 
Vassilou; her crew contained not a. single 
Briton, and, with only two exceptions, was 
entirely Greek; she had been flying the 
Greek flag, and she had. been known by 
the Greek name of Iolchis, and on this 
“ British” ship there was only one Briton— 
the official non-intervention observer. 

The observer refused to give interviews to 
the Press, and the only accounts of the affair 
are those of the naturally aggrieved owner 
and crew. We do not know who owned 
the submarine, and, if it was an Insurgent 
one, that it was not justified by information 
as to the Woodford’s cargo and destination.

This work is expected to 
occupy twenty-four hours, and it 1s antici- 
pated that the vessel will resume the. inter- 
rupted voyage on- Monday night. 

Upon arrtval at Cove yesterday it was 
learned that the vessel had lost a blade when 
five miles east of Cork Harbour. It is 
thought that she may have struck some sub- 
merged object at the beginning of the west- 
bound trip, resulting in the blade fastenings 
working loose by vibrations during the run 
to Cove. 

The vessel anchored off Spit Lighthouse, 
where she was joined by 66 lrish passengers, 
but over 100 sacks of Irish mails which wére 
to have been taken aboard were brought 
back to Cove and despatched on the Cunard- 
White Star lmer Britannic this morning. 

Shortly before the vessel arrived at Cove 
a -stowaway was discovered. He was a young 
American, dressed in hiking attire, and he is 
being allowed to remain aboard for the 
voyage to New York, during which he will 
be provided with suitable employment. 

The President Harding was towed into 
the Mersey late last night. Immediately 
the vessel arrived alongside the landing 
stage her 425 passengers were disem- 
marked and taken to local hotels. 

Within an hour after her arrival the 
President Harding was towed into Messrs. 
Cammell Laird’s dry dock for survey. 
She is expected to sail again within 48 
hours.

One was an old 
hurler again who had come to see the 
match, and one felt that hurling had 
surely risen to a proud prominence in the 
nation’s life. The Westmeath boy was r2- 
membering hurling in small fields, a thin 
dribble of spectators encroaching on the 
playing pitch in the fading light. But the 
game had gone on to triumph. Here now 
it was something that he had believed it, 
the spirit of a whole people. He had seen 
many finals since those days. He had seen 
Dublin invaded: for the games at Croke 
Park. _ Great crowds, but not quite big 
enough to change the city to one 
view and purpose as Killarney was 
being changed to-day. The even passage 
of those matches, the quiet melting 
of those crowds by train and road. 
But could this crowd ever be emptied out 
of Killarney ? 7 

Here and there one saw for a moment 
the usual summer visitors to the spot, 
which for so many means Ireland. But it 
was only for a moment. They did not 
seem to get time to look a little alien in 
the scene. They were overwhelmed, and 
suddenly became one with the people of 
Ireland going on to the Fitzgerald 
Memorial Stadium. Momentarily one 
envied most of them the one aspect of 
their: detachment which would remain. 
They would be seeing the great game of 
hurling for the first time, getting the thrill 
which surely would be their's upon. first 
seeing the fastest game on earth. 


THE PLAYING FIELD 


Clouds hung low over Killarney, but. 


rain did not fall. There was a soft 
September light. There were colours in 
the streets, but one wanted the hidden 
colours of the mountains to reveal them- 
selves. One wanted that even more when 
the stadium was reached. It would have 
made a beautiful enclosing frame for this 
lovely playing ground, and completed 
perfectly the setting for the day. 

As something more than a preliminary 
we had a game tain Cork and Kilkenny 
for the minor championship. One 
enjoyed it more for its promise, 
the promise of future all-Ireland seniors 
to carry: on than for any real quality 
in the game itself. They say that hurling 
must be learned early in life, like the 
fiddle. Its technique is too deep to be 
mastered readily in manhood years. In 
Kilkenny they say the hurley is the child’s 
first plaything, and that hurling is bred 
in the bone. This is true, I know. but it 
must be even true of Cork; for, although 
they played with splendid verve to the 
end, these Kilkenny minors were clearly 
outclassed. Cork won easily. 

Long before the finish of this match the 
glorious stadium was filled. The crowd 
was estimated variously as being from 
fifty to sixty thousand people. 


THE GAME BEGINS 


The clouds lifted for a space. The 
colours of the mountains struggled to 
break through, but did not come, Colours 
flashed around the playing pitch, the 
massed bands paraded. The forest of 
black and amber waited with not too much 
defiance to the forest of blue and gold. 
We saw the Kilkenny and Tipperary 
teams. There was such cheering as echoed 
far away to the mountains. e tried to 
judge the quality of the players as they 
marched around; the Tippera men 
seemed the stronger, fresher lot, but the 
Kilkenny men, hard-bitten 
always looking like veterans, looked 
dangerous. 

They line wp; the. Most -Rev. Dr. 
O’Brien, Bishop of Kerry, crosses the 


field and throws in the ball. The game 


begins. A determined rush by Tipperary 
is checked. Is the defence going to be as 
good as that? Is this some of Kilkenny’é 
old, dogged quality beginning so soon?

A point, and then 
almost immediately another point; then 
a goal. It is mot going to be easy for 
Kilkenny. Tipperary keeps pressing, but 
several shots go wide. They score another 
point. oe are pressing all the time, tak- 
ing full advantage of the breeze that has 
suddenly sprung up. But the game evens 
a little; Kilkenny scores a point. Tip- 
perary replies immediately with another 
peti, and then another. Kilkenny rallies, 
ooks like one . falls back again. Tip- 
perary scores; Kilkenny gets another 
int.

We remember that in the past they had 
turned darker moments to victory. ‘They 
have the advantages of the breeze, and 
what luck there is for them will come 
in the second half.

It was only when the crowd began to 
pour out of the stadium that one could 
recognise individuals again. In my seat 
on the north terrace I had been behind the 
Space occupied by distinguished visitors, 
the bishops and other clergy and Ministers 
of State. Among them was one who 
appeared detached as he smoked his cigar 
calmly through the game. “This surely 
must be his first hurling match ”; I meet 
him for a moment 

On a day of few surprises I had been 
given one surprise. 

Later one mingled again with the crowds 
in the streets, they were moving out of 
Killarney now and going up against the 
mountains, which had begun to change 
their colours in the evening light. The 
scene had the timeless quahty of a great 
painting.

WIDOW’S DEFENCE - 

Mrs. Crozier, in an interview last night, 
replying to this and other comments on her 
husband’s book, said: “ My husband was a 
man absolutely fearless, both physically and 
morally, and determined to tell the truth 
always. Had he been alive to-day, with his 
grand sense of humour, he would have so 
enjoyed the criticisms of his book, and faced 
his critics with a perfectly clear conscience. 
His book has been vilely distorted. It is 
easy to gain a totally wrong impression 
from any book by taking isolated phrases 
away from their context. I can only say 
that among the hundreds of letters I have 
received are many from ex-officers and men 
who served with my husband, and who 
added confirmation of every word in his 
latest book. Had 1 time to get their. per- 
mission to publish these letters I would 
gladly do so. Every honest man who served 
in any war knows there are cowards in war 
as well as heroes, just as there are in peace- 


time. 
“COWARDS ” 

“Here,” she said, “is a letter written 
to the General :-—‘' Every man who went to 
the war knows perfectly well that every 
word you wrote was true. Cowards! why, 
we all were, and had we not been inspired 
by men such as yourself the war would have 
ended very quickly.’ 

Another letter pays: tribtte to his cour- 
age and ability, and says: ‘‘In the retreat 
from Sleurbaix to Strazeile on April 9, 1918, 
he stemmed the advance of the Germans 
with only a remnant of the 119th Brigade, 
and with no reinforcements to help him in a 
desperate situation,” 


PASSED THROUGH 

Another letter states: “ When the General 
is well enough it may interest him to know 
that 1 was a company commander at Neuve 
Eglise when the line broke at Armentieres 
and dozens of British non-commissioned 
otticers and men passed through my lines, I 
was to disgusted to hold them up 
by force, but quite expect someone 
behind me did so, and»rightly so. My 
company of K.O.Y.L.I.'s were in strength, 
four officers, 136 other ranks.

Labour has all its industrial plans cut 
and dried, ready for the party’s return to 

ower. This was revealed by Mr. Ernest 

evin, President of the Trade Union 
Congress, at an eve-of-Congress demonstra- 
tion at Norwich last night, declaring his 
belief that the political party built up 
by the British trade union movement was 
destined in the end to win power. Mr. 
Bevin said that plans to apply their 
socialistic principles tothe actual structwre 
of the country through the parliamentary 
instrument of government had been pre- 
pared. 

The schemes worked out for coal, trans- 
port, cotton, electricity, land and agricul- 
ture had been prepared in such a way that 
when Labour was returned to power next 
time their Ministers would go into office 
with a policy ready, and not wait for the 
Civil Service or anyone else. Fascism, he 
said, was spreading its tentacles over 
Middle Europe, and it was only by the 
British, French and Scandinavian move 
ments holding to trade unionism that it 
could be stemmed. Notwithstanding Hitler, 
Mussolini and Dollfuss, they could claim 
a larger membership in the trades union 
international movement now than before 
Germany went out of it.

PLUMBERS REFUSE 
TO SIGN

The onus of securing the ge eral resumption 
of work in the Cork building strike was 
transferred to-day from the Cork Negotiating 
Commit‘:e to the National Federation of 
Building Trade Operatives and the Plumbers, 
Jlaziers, and Domestic Engineers’ Union in 
England. 

This decision was made at a meeting of the 
Cork Employers’ Emergency Committee of the 
N.F.B.T.O. and local representatives, held at 
the City Hall, and the decision was made 
after discussions lasting three and a half 
hours. During this time the Operatives’ 
Federation and the Employers’ Federation 
held several separate conferences. The 


Plumbers’ Union was represented at these 
conferences. 

When the discussions had concluded it was 
stated: “ There will be a general resumption 
of work on September 13th, conditional upon 
the Executives of the National Federation of 
Building Trade Operatives and the Plumbers’ 
Executive accepting the agreement and that 
all trades resume work on the appointed 
day.” 

The present position is that the Cork 
Branch of the Plumbers’ Union is adhering to 
its refusal to sign the agreement to which all 
the other unions gave their written consent 
last Saturday. The.employers will not agree 
to a resumption of work until all the unions 
now on strike agrée to go back, so the strike 
continues. 

The matter is to be discussed at a special 
meeting of the Emergency Committee of the 
N.F.B.T.O. and the Plambers, Glaziers; and 
Domestic Engineers’ Union in England next 
week, and it is expected that the general 
position will be definitely cleared up before 
next Saturday, September. 11th, and the 
decisions of both bodies known in Cork by 
then. 

The decision, it is understood, is a final 
effort to force the plumbers to accept the 
settlement, the Executive of the un‘tons being 
vested with power to do this, the penalty for 
failure to comply with the Executive's orders 
being expulsion from the union. 

A meeting of the Employers’ Federation 
was subsequently held, hnt no statement was 
issued, 

The strike is in progress twenty-one weeks 
te-day.

BASQUE CHILDREN TO

The Basque’ refugee children’s camp at 
North Stoneham, Eastleigh, Hampshire, will 
be evacuated by September 18.. The camp 
was opened on May ba as a temporary home 
for 4,000 boys and girls brought from Bilbao 
at the time it was undergoing extensive bom- 
bardment by the Spanish insurgents, Accon- 
modation has since been found for the 
majority of them in homes and institutions in 
various parts of Britain. 

Major Neil Hunter, the camp administrator, 
told q reporter last night that the authorities 
were anxious to place all the children in 
homes before the cold nights came, and this 
has now been made possible. : 

The three hundred children and thirty 
Spanish adults now in the camp will leave fer 
their new quarters during the next, fortnight. 
There was great excitement in the camp when 
Spanish omelettes, a popular native dish, 
were served to the children for the first time 
since they came to England. They have been 
receiving plain, homely English fare.

The Lienyunchiang terminus of the 
Lunghai railway will be very hard hit by 
the prohibition. Two Chinese steamers 
have already. been held up at Tientsin. 

A Shanghai message recalls that out of 
the 145,000,000. tons of vessels which 
engaged in Ohina’s coastal trade last year, 
40,000,000 tons, were. accounted for by 
Chinese vessels, 5,000,000 tons of this total 
being junks. The distribution of goods 
will, therefore. now be materially de- 
creased, as will also China’s maritime 
Customs revenue. 


MYSTERY SHIP 

A $Shanghai message reports that the 
Japanese troops are haunted by a myste 
merchantman flying a foreign flag, whic 
appears every time they land near 
Shanghai. The mystery ship appeared 
yesterday morning, and slowed down when 
it approached the point where ths 
Japanese troops were landing, “as if 
surveying the gun range and directing 
Chinese artillery.’’ It is, understood, the 
message adds, that the Japanese are pay- 
in? serious attention to the vessel. 

Japanese naval authorities in 
Pascadores Islands announce that a 
Japanese destroyer flotilla entered Amoy 
on Friday and bombarded the forts, 
causing heavy damage.

Christmas Day and Boxing Day are to be 
without one of their most cheerful. features 
this year. The “rat, tat, tat’ of the post- 
man, with the consequent delivery of presents, 
or of greeting cards, will not be heard in the 
Irish Free State. The postman, too, will be 
able to spend the holiday with his family. 

According to the Postal Worker, Mr. 
W. Norton, T.D., General Secretary of the 
Post. Office Workers’ Union, has received a 
letter from the Department of Posts and Tele- 
graphs stating that: 

‘Arrangements have been made for the 
suspension, on the 25th and 26th December, 
for an experimental period of three years, of 
postal mail work, with the exception of 
collections, the transfer of mails to and from 
tailway stations, ejc., and other similar 
essential services. 

“The usual counter, telegraph and _ tele- 
phone facilities will remain unaltered.”’

As far as concerns your position as citizens 
in. the heautiful island, the land of your 
birth and adoption, I. pray to the Guardian of 
Israel that your loyalty and devotion to Ite- 
land may ever meet with due recognition on 
the part of your Christian fellow-citizens of 
all At of political opinion.
